It wili 
be remembercd that he resently stated that 
sitce the commencement ef the new fiveal 
year this balance has been uousually, and for 
immediate purposes unnecessarily, larze. 
The act of July, 1890, whieh authorized an 
mcrease of small bank notes, imposed upon 
the Secretary, he says, the duty of providing 
for the redemption of equabamounts of thar 
three per cent. certiticates, while the decreas- 
ing of the coin and curreney revennes from 
the legislation of the last eeaston makes it his 
duty to reserve inthe Treasury a sum suid, 
cient to the Department to comply with we 
law without resorting to extraordinary means, 

The accumulation which tae Secretary now 
insists is an absolute m safety has not,, 
he adds, affected unfavorably the financial con- 
dition of the country, but on eontrary bas kept 
the Treesury on a proper basis to meet cus 
great reduction in reveees. Lhe reduciion 
in customs alone, which wae estimated in 
Congress at about thirty-five millions of dol- 
lars in gold, will reach at Jeast forty millions 
a year. There ls hkewnee a6 large a reduction 
in fpterual taxation. To-morrow, however, 
the coin balanee will be reduced to forty-eight 
millions by the paywenPof thirty-two millions 
of coin interest, Lut really there will rewcin 
but thirty-eight millions of coin in the Treas 
ury, for tbepe are ten, millions of uncalled-for 
but acciued interest, Whieb the Seeretary may 
be required to pay out without a day’s notice. 

‘Thus, as @ matter of fact, the new year 
opeps With an actual coin balance of bat 
$38,000,000 

The necessity for the inane currency bal- 
ance bas Been generally expiained above in 
the language of the Secretary, but a few fic- 
ures will-make it elearer. Of the $50,086,000 
of outside additional bank note circulation, 
€30,000 000 have been applied: for from the 
South and West, $15,000,000 of which will 
probably be granted, and $4,000,000 has al- 
ready been issued. As fast as the bank-pote 
circulation is issued, the Secretary is com~ 
pelled to redeem tbe certificates in green- 
backs, and, therefore, requires a good cur- 
repcy balance om hand for an emergency, for, 
at the rste the applications come wm, $5,000, 
000 or $6,000,000 of currency may be required 
ina brieftime. There is no reason to antici- 
pate any important change in what is koown 
as tLe gold selling and bond purenhasing policy 
of the Secretary. 

He anticipates that the toéal reduction of 
the public debt for the next fiscal year, in- 
clucing pseyments on account of the sinking 
fund, wil) be about fifty millions of dolars, 
though he reasserte what be stated in De- 
cember, tbat the estimated expenditures for 
the next fiecal year, ineluding payments on 
aceount of the sinking fund, and for the in- 
terest on the public debt, are so nearly equal 
to the receipts as to justify and demand the 
preatesi caution in dealing with the revenues 
and buriveas of the country. It ia very evi- 
dent, therefore, that there will be no further 
reduction of taxation at this session of Con- 
gress, Tbus stands the financial situation of 
the country, as represented at the Treasury 
Depart meut on the Ist of January, 1571.
